The Committee for the Study 
of the American Electorate, a 
bipartisan. non-profit croup,

TIh! study covered races for 
governor In New Jersey and 
Virgtnf.t; mayoral rnrf* m At 
lanta, Cleveland, Detroit, tot sis 
villi*.

New York 
and Pitl.rbiirpH; and a statewide 
referendum in Ohio. 

The committee reported what 
it called a new and significant 
trend nf declining participation 
among registered voters. 



The decline was sharpest in 
stales which recently adopted 
postcard registration, the study 
smd, although there was 
slight Increase in the rate of 

voting in fffatfts nhicb » 
election day registration. 

New York, New Jersey ant! 
Pennsylvania, which have 
adopted postcard registration in 
the past four years, have rx 
periencedjvotlng drops of from 
'5 percent to 30 percent over 
the past decade, I he study said.

The District Attorney's office 
today filed charges against two 
Colorado Springs men for alleg 
edly sexually molesting four 
young boys. 

Alien Malhcw Lenich, 19, of 
ZW Cambridge Court and Har- 
old Vnges, 25, of ttO Orinnell 
St., were formally acctised of 
the fcfony charges today follow, 
ing (heir arrest by El Paso 
County sheriffs deputies hist 
week. 

According to Dep. DisL Atty. 
Cindy Pring, Lenich and Voges 
allegedly met "two or three" of 
the boys while they were par- 



ticipating in local Boy Bcout ac 
tivitils. 

Both Lenich and Voges were 
volunteers wHfh the Hoy Semite, 
Loren Swenson, local executive 
was a scout master and Lenich 
of Ihe Boy Scouts, said Voges 
that they were not reappointed 
to their positions before the al 
legations surfaced. 

Pring said, that the victims 
ranged in age frnm 9 to 17 
years oid. A fourth youth in 
volved was not a member of the 
Boy Scouts, 

Voges was charged foday with 
conspiracy to commit sexual as- 
sault on a child without force. 



Lenich was charged with two 
counts of sex ua tip assaulting a 
child without force. 

They were arrested by sher- 
iff's deputies last week follow. 
Ing d traffic accident Involving 
Lenich's car. A number of pho- 
tograph of nude children were 
found in the car and later iden 
tified. officials said, as belong 
)ng to the men. The photos were 
of the alleged victims. 

The cfmrgls filed against ihe 
men Followed a grand Jury in- 
vestigation into the allegations.

Two former Roy. Scout leaders were fcharged Thursday m 
connection with altered sexual aswulta on a member of their troop 
and a boy who was r babysitter tor one of the leaders. 

Harold Voges. 25. of !U> Grinnefl St., was charged, with 
conspiracy to commit sexual assault on a child without tore*, and 
Alan t-entch. W. of 2D19 Cambridge Court, with two counts of sexual 
assault on a child without force.* 

Voges was scoutmaster of Troop 173 and Lenich was his 
assistant The all^nd victims are 9 and 13 years old. 

Ihe Incident*, allegedly occurred between July \97t and the 
spring of 1977. ' , ^ 

Buddy Sample, field master of the regional Boy Scout 
movement, said the two men were removed from their posts last 
summer when the allegations came to tighL 

The case came to the attention of authorities when Lenich had 
a car accident and a Rara$e repairman lound allegedly lurid photos 
of children Inside the vehicle. 

In the eight years he has been associated with scooting he said 
this Is only the $txt>n<i time such allegations have been made. 

"U Is not widespread, rsprctaUy when you consider that we 
have about 2.000 Boy Seoul leaders here.*' 

Voges and Lrnlch were arrested tast week. They are scheduled 
to appear for arraignment today In Fourth Judicial District Court. 

Conspiracy In this case U a Claja-5 felony, carrying, upon 
conviction, a prison term of im to five years. Sexual assault on a child 
without force Is a Class-4 felony, carrying, upon conviction, up to 10 
years. 
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
